1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget as sub- 
mitted by the budget committee under the authority of the 
municipal budget act. (This budget may be considered item 
by item or as a whole but may not be inereased more than 
ten percent in any item as a whole.) 


4. To hear the reports of agents and auditors and take 
any action thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote for snow removal and 
sanding on either Class V or Class VI roads or take any other 
action relating thereto, raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


6. To see if the Town will vote for Class V assistance 
for Class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum of $600.79. 
State contribution to be $4,005.28 under the proposed new law. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate in addition to what is required by law for 
highways and bridges. 


8. To see what disposition the Town will vote to make 
of the income of the Jotham Lord fund. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for the support of the library. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for the White Pine Blister Rust 
Control] in cooperation with the State Forestry and Recreation 
department. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $80.00 (1/100th of 1% of the valuation of 
the town) to the Monadnock Region Association of Southwest- 
ern New Hampshire for issuance and distribution of printed 
matter, newspaper and magazine advertising, and by other 
means calling attention to the resources and natural ad- 
vantages of the town, in cooperation with the other thirty- 
seven towns of the Monadnock Region. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $125.00 for the upkeep of cemeteries. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $650.00 for the Elliot Community Hospital 
in Keene, this figure being based on the proportionate share 
of the total being asked from all county towns. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $150.00 to bulldoze a water hole and road- 
way on the lower side of East Westmoreland dump to facili- 
tate a more sanitary dump program at this dump. 


16. To see if the Town will consent to allow the Fire 
Company to build a fire station on the Town Hall property at 
no expense to the Town. The company plans to raise the cost 
of the building through voluntary contributions of money, 
labor and materials. 


17. *To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) from Viola V. Tuttle, the in- 
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come from same to be used for perpetual care of the Sumner 
H. and Martha T. Hall lot in South Village Cemetery. To be 
known as Vivian’s Memorial Fund. 


18. *To see if the Town will vote to have the complete 
inventory of the town printed in the town report every year 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


19. *To see if the Town will vote to discard the present 
system of voting by the printed ballot and adopt the former 
method of electing all town officers, including road agents, or 
take any other action relating thereto. 


20. *To see if the town will vote to rescind the vote of 
1950 under Article 21 to adopt the provisions of the Municipal 
Budget Law. 


21. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before said meeting.

TOWN MEETING 
March 10, 1953 


The moderator, Paul D. King, called the meeting to 
order and read the warrant. 

Article 1. This article for election of town officers was 
open for the entire meeting. 

Articles 2 and 3. It was voted to take up Articles 2 and 3 
together, item by item. 

The town voted to raise and appropriate the following 
sums of money. 

Town officers’ salaries $1,850 00 


Town officers’ expenses 1,100 00 
Election and registration 150 00 
Town hall 1,600 00 
Police department 100 00 
Fire 1,000 00 
Health 100 00 
Vital statistics 20 00 
Memorial Day 10 00 
Aid to soldiers and their families 50 00 
Parks 100 00 
Legal expenses 150 00 
Town poor 1,200 00 
Old age assistance 1,200 00 
Social Security 150 00 
Interest on temporary loans 300 00 
Interest on long term notes 400 00 
Payment on long term notes 3,000 00 
Deficit of previous year 915 46 
Street lighting 350 00 


Article 4. It was voted to accept the Town Reports. - 


Article 5. The town voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,000.00 for snow removal and sanding. 


Article 6. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $600.79 for Class V roads. 


Article 7. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $9,670.00 of which $8,370.00 to be used for highways and 
bridges, including what is required by law, and $1,300.00 to 
cover town summer and general highway expenses. 


Article 8. The income from the Jotham Lord fund was 
voted to be used for the support of the library. 


Article 9. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 for the support of the library. 


Article 10. It was voted not to raise any money for 
White Pine Blister Rust Control. 


Article 11. The sum of $78.00 was voted to be raised and 
appropriated to use of the Monadnock Region Association. 


Article 12. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $125.00 for upkeep of cemeteries. 


Article 13. It was voted to authorize the selectmen to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 14. The town voted not to contribute money to 
the Elliot Community Hospital. 


Article 15. It was voted to authorize the selectmen to 
appoint three road agents for 1954. Votes cast 101. Yes 55, 
No 46. 


Article 16. The motion was made to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $3,200.00 ($500.00 to be raised and 
appropriated in 1953 and borrow $2,700.00 to be amortized at 
$500.00 each year beginning in 1954) this sum to be used by 
the selectmen for the purchase of a fire engine. An amend- 
ment in regard to this motion was made and passed unani- 
mously that a fire company be formed with Paul Hatt, the pres- 
ent chief, as head of the company. Ballots cast 98. Yes 21, 
No 77.’ Negative vote declared. 

Article 17. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $350.00 to be used on the Spofford Road slide. 

Article 18. This article was not voted on since the State 
Legislature passed an amendment for collectors compensation 
in Head Tax eollecting. 
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Article 19. No action was taken on the question of im- 
proving Barker Park, 


Under the last article it was voted that the town activate 
a fire company around its present chief, Paul Hatt. The com- 
pany to be organized under the provisions specified in Public 
Laws, Revised 1945 and operate within the budget appro- 
priated for fire purposes by the town. 

There were 171 ballots cast under Article 1. 

Town officers elected were as follows: 

Town Clerk. Ruth E. Burt, 156 votes. 

Selectman for three years. Lawrence A. Leach, 90 votes. 

Town Treasurer. Charles H. Aldrich, 157 votes. 

Tax Collector. Ruth E. Burt, 164 votes. 

River Road Agent. Leon EK. MeClening, 156 votes. 

South Village Road Agent. Charles W. Messer, 160 votes. 

East Westmoreland Road Agent. Edwin H. King, 1380 
votes. 


Trustee of Library for three years. Anna M. Britton, 155 
votes. 


Auditors. Walter Dunn, 36 votes; Nina Christian, 26 
votes. 


Constable. Arthur Hatt, 157 votes. 


Surveyors of Wood and Lumber. Charles H. Kingsbury, 
117 votes; Howard Smith, 24 votes. 


Fence Viewers. Selden Lund, 10 votes; Russell Welling- 
ton, 6 votes; Lawrence Leach, 5 votes. 


Budget Committee for three years. John H. Terry, Jr., 
129 votes. 


Briggs Fund Committee. Helen Terry, 53 votes; Ruth 
Churchill, 50 votes. 

After the results of the balloting were read by the Mod- 
erator, the meeting was adjourned.

To the inhabitants of the school district of the Town of 
Westmoreland qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meeet at the Town Hall, in 
said district, on the ninth day of March, 1954, at 1:00 o’clock 
in the afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member of the school board for the 
ensuing three years, 


4. To choose a member of the school board for the 
ensuing one year. 


5. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 
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6. To determine and appoint the salaries of the school 
board and truant officers, and fix the compensation of any 
other officer or agent of the district. 


7. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or other officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


8. To choose agents, auditors, and committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


9. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state equalization fund 
together with other income; the school board to certify to 
the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and 
the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the town. 


10. To see if the district will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed $28,750.00 for the construction, 
equipment, and furnishing of an addition to the present vil- 
lage elementary school, and the acquisition of any real prop- 
erty that may be necessary for its location; and whether 
the district will vote to raise such sum through the issuance 
of serial notes or bonds upon the eredit of the district for 
all or any portion of the sum so raised and appropriated and 
to authorize the school board to determine the terms and 
conditions upon which the notes or bonds shall be issued 
including their sale and the time and the time and place of 
payment of principal and interest, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Bonds Statute, N. H. Revised Laws, 
Chapter 72, and any amendments thereto. 


10. To see if the district will vote to appoint a building 
committee consisting of three persons, to be elected by the 
yoters, to advise with the school board in acquiring the real 
property adjoining the present village school site and_ to 
supervise the construction of the addition, providing that

Wilson resigned in December and Mr. Wilham Fahey III, a 
recent graduate of Keene Teachers College, took over the 
duties at the Village School on January 4, 1954. 


Achievement tests were given all the grades this past 
spring and general ability tests were given this fall. Com- 
parison of the results of these tests are being used to evaluate 
the success of the pupils, aid in guidance and help improve the 
educational program. 


Test results, pupil grades and other information that will 
aid in counseling pupils are now kept on a new permanent 
record form that contains much more helpful information. In 
addition, each pupil has an individual folder containing in- 
formation that cannot be condensed on a permanent record 
form. 


There are fewer children enrolled in the district’s schools 
this year, however, this condition can change quickly. The 
first grade is expected to be one-third larger next year. 


Rearrangement of teaching assignments and pupil assign- 
ments to schools will allow for improvement in our educational 
program. This can be accomplished if it is possible to change 
transportation routes. An improvement was made this year by 
adding one bus route which allowed children to leave home 
later in the morning and return earlier in the afternoon.

Increased enrollment in the Walpole School System may 
result in Walpole’s being unable to accept eighth grade pupils 
as tuition pupils from Westmoreland. When this occurs, a 
decision will have to be made in regard to providing facilities 
in Westmoreland or sending these pupils elsewhere as tuition 
pupils, 


Last year there was considerable discussion of a cen- 
tralized school for the district if and when the eighth grade 
could no longer go to Walpole. This may be the solution, or 
there may be another solution that would be to the best in- 
terests of the youth and citizens of the town of Westmore- 
land. 


It is not a problem that is easily solved. It should ‘be 
studied on a continuing basis so that possible solutions may be 
thoroughly investigated in order that the best interests of the 
district may be served, and that a decision does not have to 
be made on the basis of incomplete information.
